Paris, Aug. 3—According to official 
telegrams the Germans have invaded 
French territory at three points at 
least, but there is still no official rup- 


ture. Baron Von Schoen, the German 
ambassador, gives no sign of leaving 
his post. He visited the lrench for- 
eign otfice yesterday afternoon in or- 
der to try to explain away the viola- 
tion of Luxemburg’s neutrality. 

Official circles do not conceal their 
surprise at the arnbassador's conduct. 
Their view is that Germany is trying 
to gain time and provoke France Into 
declaring war, so as to make France 
appear the aggressor in the eyes of the 
world, particularly in the eyes of Great 
Britain.

All possible measures have been tak- 
en to insure that Paris will not lack 
for food. Special trains have been re- 
eerved for the transportation of food- 
stuffs, particularly military, In the 
event of the home supply becoming In- 
adequate, a decree suspending the pro- 
hibition on the importation of tresh 
meat will appear in the official gazette 
tomorrow, thus insuring large sup- 
plies from Argentina and other parts 
of the world in the near future. 

Severe regulations will be rigorous- 
ly applied against persons atempting 
to profit in the present state of af- 
fuirs by increasing the price of neces- 
sities of life. 

Attempt to Cross 

Coblentz, Germany, Aug. 3.—A party 
of 80 French officers dressing in Prus- 
sian uniforms attempted yesterday to 
cross the German frontier In autome- 
biles near Walbeck, on the Dutch 
frontier to the west of Geldern. The 
attempt was unsuccessful. 

Germans Make Raid 

London, Aug. 3—German cavalry 
raided the French frontier today, near 
the fortress of Belfort and attempted 
to commandeer horses, according to 
despatches from Paris, German patrols 
also twice attacked Joncherey, near 
Belfort. 

Protect Against Aircraft

London, Aug. 8.—Dr. Von Kuhlmann, 
counsellor of the German embassy 
here today issued a remarkable appeal 
for the neutrality of England in the 
European turmoil, It said; “The main- 
tenance of British neutrality would in 
no way injure France. On the con- 
trary it might be argued that by re- 
maining neutral Great Britain could 
give France exactly as much strategic 
assistance and a good deal more effec- 
tive diplomatic help as, according to 
all reliable information, there 1s no in- 
tention of sending British troops to the 
continent, and as a few British~divi- 
sions, considering the enormous num- 
bers engaged could hardly alter the 
balance of power. 

“All England can do for France is 
to protect her northern coast. from in- 
vasion and prevent the neutral ports 
of Belgium and Holland being used as 
bases for armed aggression against 
France. 

“Germany would be disposed to give 
an undertaking that she would not at- 
tack France by vea in the north or 
make any warlike use of the sea coast 
of Belgium and Holland if It appeared 
that Great Britain would make this 
undertaking & condition of her neutral- 
ity for the time being, 

"Thus England, without going to war 
hereelf, could render France the maxl- 
mum of assistance she could give her 
by going to war, 

“Vhat England as a neutral power, 
maintaining an armed neutrality, 
would diplomatically be a greater asset 
for France for the termination of hos- 
tillties at an early moment, than If she 
herself were involved in the war is {t- 
self evident,’

Sir Edward Grey again requested the house to deal with the 
issue before it without passion and he added: ‘When the documents 
are made public it will be seen how genuinely and whole-heartedly 
we have made efforts to preserve the peace.” 

Dealing with the question of Great Britain’s obligations, Sir Ed- 
ward said: “Up to yesterday we had given no promise of attitude 
other than diplomatic support. 1 was asked at the time of the Alge- 
ciras crisis if we would give armed support and | said I could pro- 
mise nothing to any foreign power unless | tried the whole-hearted 
support of public opinion, 

“T gave no promise but I told both the French and German am- 
bassadors that if war was forced on France, public opinion in the 
British isles would rally to France,” 

Towards the close of his speech Sir Edward said: ‘‘We must be 
prepared and we are prepared to face the consequence of using all 
our strength at any moment, we know not how soon, in order to 
defend ourselves,” 

Andrew Bonar Law, leader of the opposition, warmly support- 
ed the government and referred amid cheers to the pledges of sup- 
port received from the British dominions.

Onus of Beginning War 


Four Great Powers Now Engaged in Actual Warfare, But Extraordin- | 
ary Condition Prevails That Two of Them, Germany and France, 
Have Not Declared War Against Each Other and Have Not Sev 
ered Diplomatic Relations—Vieing With Each Other in Pee

France and Germany. 


London, August 3.—Four great powers of Europe, Austria- Hungary, Russia, 
France and Germany, are now engaged {n actual warfare, but the extraordinary 
condition obtains that two of them, Germany and France, have not only not 
declared war against each other, as far as is known here, but have not even 
severed diplomatic relations, and this despite the fact that Germany’s ultimatum 


to France has either been Ignored or rejected. 

The explanation of thts would appear to be that Germany and France are 
each seeking to throw on the other the onus of beginning the war. In fact, 
while the nations of Europe are flying et each others’ throats, they are vielng 
with each other in protesting their desire to maint aln peace, and they repudiate 
the responsibility for plunging the whole continent into bloodshed. 

In this curious situation, France, according to British opinion, has the 
strongest justification. She certainly was the latest to mobilize and seems 


to have taken the greatest precautions to avold further complications, 

On the other part Germany, In addition to invading French territory 
without a formal declaration of war, has violated the neutrality of Luxem- 
bourg and declines to give any undertaking to respect Belgian neutrality. 


Something Tremendous. 

The efforts of the British ambassador to secure this undertaking have 
Deen wasted, It is difficult to see how Great Britain can avoid being drawn 
{nto the conflict to protect Belgian and Dutch neutrality, and on this point 
Premier Asquith's official Seto in parliament Is awaited with 
{ntense anxiety, the British public being no longer under any illusions as to 
the gravity of the crisis which transcends anything in their experience, 

The least observant man in London today could not fail to be impressed 
with the fact that something tremendous was happening. Short of actual 
formal mobilization the British government is taking all necessary steps to 
meet the situation unprecedented in the naticn’s history. 

Preparing to Fight 

This Sunday has been a day of the greatest suspense {n English history. 
For hours the cabinet was in council at Whitehall and the whole country 
believed it to be wrestling with the question of whether England should take 
up arms in support of her partners of the Triple Entente, 

No statement wits made officially concerning the cabinet's deliberations, 
except that the premier would make an announcement in the house Monday, 
and that the cabinet would hold another meeting in the morning, The govern- 
ment took three measures for defence today, none of them consistent with 
the policy of remaining out of the conflict, if that should be its policy, 


Naval Reserves Called.

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FIRST OF ALL ABOLISH eerie, 
THE DIVINE MONARCHY er 


All down the ages princes, nobles and kings, lip loyalists 
nnd near patriots, courtiers, sycophants and the overwhelming 
majority of the priesthood, have glorified war. Through song 
and story and folk lore, through poetry, prose and impassioned 
oratory, through cradle croon and final requiem runs a theme 
and paen set to the clash of arms and the tramp of marching 
men. In the word pictures of history battle scenes by land and 
sea fill the view. Aggrandizement and conquest, the pomps 
and prodigalities of war, the glitter of armaments, the crimson 
and gold and the blare of martial music all unite in one grand 
crescendo to throw the human mind into a delirium and blind 
ithe nations to the uselessness and futility and wastefulness of 
it all. 

But back of this all, war is devastation and carnage, 
rapine and slaughter. It is a debasing plague, filling the world 
with widowed women and fatherless children. It takes men 
from useful toil on the specious plea of patriotism and places 
the implements of murder in the hands of men who have no 
murder in their hearts, It places in juxtaposition legions of 
men who have no quarrel and bids them slaughter each other 
in the name of God and for the glory of their country. It 
wrecks homes and morals, frustrates science and industry and 
sets the clock of progress back for toilsome scores of years. 
War is hell. 

Since the days of the primitive man the appeal to brute 
force has been promoted and precipitated by self-seekers who 
have sought to establish thereby the divine right of kings. In 
the rear of almost every battle-field is to be seen some one man, 
monarch, usually, whose path to glory and power lies over 
the corpses of the countless dead, whose throne is erected upon 
human bones, and held in position through human anguish 
and homicide. 

Europe, in this twentieth century, finds herself with one 
of these madmen in her midst, with the power to invoke the 
greatest cataclysm of conflict in all time. With an ever-grow- 
ing radical and socialist vote which would certainly have 
established the superfluousness of the house of Hohenzollern 
within a very few years and would have abolished for all time 
the office of hereditary ruler, the Kaiser sees the day approach- 
ing when Germany would require him and his successors no 
more. And turning to imperialism as the opposing force to 
the rising tide of discontent, he trains a nation in militarism 
and the passion for war, arms them against the world and 
awaits the opportune day to set upon his neighbors and kill 
them by the millions. 

The Kaiser has not asked Europe whether she was 
anxious for war. He declared war on Russia without a reason, 
He has invaded France and Belgium without a warning, and 
he has siezed British shipping without even the passing of a 
diplomatic note. 

The Kaiser does not wait.to invite the world to come 
and make war upon him. He gives his chosen antagonist no 
choice, He declares war upon the world and hurls his legions 
across the frontier lines, Careless of the millions of lives that 
will be sacrificed, careless of the civilization that will be 
wrecked, of the firesides that will be devastated, of the country 
that will be blackened and of the homes that will be razed, 
he sacrifices upon the altar of his ambitions the whole sum of 
human happiness of millions of humans who have done him 
no manner of harm. 

In private life the Kaiser would be counted a ghoul, In 
a court of justice he would be a murderer and the suborner of 
murder. For one millionth of what he is doing, had his de- 

yredations been committed in a border state, he would have 
Le lynched without a qualm. 

Europe is paying the penalty for having allowed a 
medieval institution, a divine monarchy, to come clattering 
down the ages into modern times. To secure and maintain 
peace in Europe the entente must first of all hang the Kaiser.

A report from Halifax says that F. 
P. Gutelius, general manager of Cana- 
dian government railways, has entered 
into an agreement “ with the New 
Brunswick and Prince Edward Island 
railway, running from Sackville to 
Cape Tormentine, for the purchase of 
this line as a branch of the Interco- 
lonial, ‘The agreement is subject to 
ratification by the parliament of 
Canada, 


The C. P. R. has spent, during the 
past two years, approximately $2,600,- 
000 in improvements on the Dominion 
Atlantic railway in eastern Canada, 
which although the company has not 
formally taken it over, is now virtual- 
ly part and parcel of the C. P. R. sys- 
tem. The whole road is belng mod- 
ernized in its bridges and tracks, The 
biggest individual job was at the Bear 
River bridge, where $1,500,000 was 
spent. Other new bridges are those 
across the Avon, at Windsor, over the 
Gaspereau river, and at Weymouth. 
The C. P, R. will formally tate over 
the road when it is brought up to the 
required standard. 

When this is accomplished it will be 
in a position to run fast trains and 
make quick connections by express 
steamers across the Bay of Fundy to 
St. John. The run from Halifax to St, 
John will be reduced to about six 
hours. The apple trade alone amounts 
to 2,000,000 barrels and this, with the 
new connections, the C. P, R. will 
handle.

Mrs. Julia W. Henshaw of Vancouver, 
a fellow of the Royal Geographical s0- 
jelety. and honorary secretary of the 
| Alpine Club of Canada, will give a lec- 
I ture in Edmonton in the First Presby- 
terian church on September 4 at § p.m., 
lon the subject of “Mountain Trails in 
the Rockies of Canada.” This lecture 
will be given under the auspices of 
“Robertson College Gulla” and will be 
illustrated with 100 beautiful lantern 
slides, hand-painted by Mrs, Henshaw 
and colored by a new process which she 
has brought to great perfection and 
of which she does not divulfe the 
) secret. 

No one in Canada ts better qualified 
than Mrs, Henshaw to speak upon the 
subject of the Rocky Mountains, for 
she has spent part of each season for 
over 20 years botantiaing, fishing, climb- 
ing and hunting among them, and is 
recognized today as one of the great 
authorities on the Alpine flora of 
Canada. 

Many years ago, at the suggestion 
of Professor John Maconn, the Cana- 
dian dominion naturalist, Mrs Henshaw 
first took up the study of our moun-
